UNCLE JIMMY HAMRIGK'S MONEY 


Was Found After His Death—He Built His 
| Own Sepulchre and. Was

The finding of $5,000 in a feather bedtick 
has caused somewhat of a sensation at 
Villa Rica. The Constitution anno 
the death of Mr, J. M. Hamrick, whose 
home was in Villa Rica, some days ago, 
and it was his money that was found in a 
bedtick, and what is causing much talk in 
Oarroll county. Mr. Jimmie was about 
ninety years old when he died, and had 
been a resident of Carroll county for three 
score years. He was always very economi- 
cal in the administration of his private af- 
fairs, and it has been known that he was 
worth probably $5,000 in all, but since his 
demise it has turned out that he was worth 
from $12,000 to $15,000 and no one knew it 
but himself. All the years Uncle Jimmie 
lived in Carroll county it has been known 
that 1 a small sum of money each 
year, which he passed to his surplus, but 
not even the Hon. J. M. Hamrick, Jr., his 
only son, “knew that he had over $2,000 in 
money besides his realty. 

Mr. Hamrick always had an antipath 
to banks and although he always had 
on hand he never would put his money in 
a bank until last year. His son, who knew 
of his father having $2,000 in gold, part of 
which was buried on premises, per. 
suaded him to deposit it in a bank, and 
Uncle Jimmie put the same in the Atlanta 
National bank. It was thought that this 
was about all the cash the old man had 
until yesterday. Hon. Jim Hamrick, the 
deceased man’s young wife and some of his 
daughters ripped open a feather bed on the 

lace and took therefrom $5,000 in crisp 

ank notes, all snugly done up in one pack- 
age. No one knew where this money was 
nor that he had it. Uncle Jimmie’s young 
wife knew that he had a valuable paper 
sewed up in the feather bed, which he had 
forbidden an interference with till after his 
death, and also ye her particular in- 
structions not to give information about it. 
Mrs. Hamrick thought the paper might be 
her aged husband’s will or some other valu- 


able instrument of writing, and she guard- 


ed the feather bed with an eagle ye dur- 
ing ber husband’s lifetime, and after his 
burial she imparted the information to Mr. 
Hamrick's only son. Besides this find other 
moneys were found, which showed that 
Unele Jimmie had saved up quite a snug 
sum. His first wife died about three years 
ago and he married a second time about 
two years ago.. 

Mr. Hamrick was buried at the Jordan 
cemetery, about six miles east of Carroll- 
ton,. near where he had lived a half of a 
century. He built his own tomb or se 
comes fifteen years ago, of rock, and 

e personally superintended the rock work. 
His wife was laid to rest in this tomb three 
years ago and Uncle Jimmie was laid away 
in the mannér that Christ was laid away in 
Joseph's new tomb, a few days ago. 

They Have Prepared for Burial. 


Elder Moses Daniel, an aged Primitive 
Baptist minister, and his four sons, some of 
whom are also ministers, whose homes are 
just over the Carroll line, in Dongla. coun- 
ty, have, like Uncle Jimmie Hamrick, pre- 
pared for burial when they lay off this 
mortal coil. The Daniels are old-fashioned 
people and well to de, but they do not want 
to be buried in a “store-bought” coffin when 
they die, and so all of them have selected 
from a saw mill some pretty lumber and 
carefully put it away to make their coffins 
of. This is the case with all of the Daniel 
family.

They, are good livers at home and perfect- 
ly able to purchase coffins, but they do not 
want to be buried in them when death 
comes, hence the above preparations.

and they grow up accepting the opinions 
of their elders. They fall into certain 
ruts in thinking and reading and let the 
great body of our literature alone because 
their teachers, preachers and literary 


leaders have mapped out their course, 


and they are not independent enough to 
deviate from it. It is a common thing to 
find northerners claiming to be literary 
who have read very few of the great au- 
thors of the past, their time having been 
devoted to the literature of the present 
day recommended to them by persons 
who, perhaps unconsciously, allowed 
themselves to become the unpaid drum- 
mers or agents of the publishing houses 
in their section. 

Now, in the south our youngsters with 
a taste for reading strike out for them- 
selves. They are not controlled by the 
critics. In the course of their omnivor- 
ous reading by some law of natural se 
lection they have been attracted o the 
world’s best literature, and as most of it 
belongs to past generations, the average 
southerner of today gives very little of 
his attention to the latest publications. 
Some years ago a New York journalist 
traveling through the south wrote to his 
paper that he was surprised to find our 
people so well read. He said that even 
our young ladies and young men were fa- 
miliar with famous books hardly ever 
read in the north where people fritter 
away their time on literary fads. 

A study of the reading habits and tastes 
of the two sections cannot fail to be in- 
teresting and instructive. Name the fa- 
vorite books of a people and it is then a 
very easy matter to analyze their char- 
acter and point out their virtues and their 
faults. 


The Southern Suffrage Problem. 

The Philadelphia Times boldly advo- 
cates the disfranchisement of the negro. 
Speaking of the new election laws in Mis- 
sissippi and Alabama under which thou- 
sands of blacks will be disqualified from 
voting, The Times says: 

And it goes without saying that this restric- 
tion of suffrage will be speedily adopted in all 
the states where the colored vote predomi- 
nates or is a very large element of the voting 
population. This is simply the coming of 
what must have Seen acepted by all intelli- 
gent observers for many years past as inevita- 
ble. It could only be a question of time when 
the suffrage problem must thus be solved. in 
the southern states if property was to have 
protection and foreign capital encouragenfent. 
It is not 2 democratic measure, for the reason 
that republicans and democrats alike, who are 
interested in business in those States, are 
equally unwilling to trust their property to 
negro domination in politics. 


A similar article appeare® m a late 
number of The Forum, and it is safe to 
say that the conservative sentiment of 
the north is gradually arraying itself on 
the side of restricted suffrage, under the 
Australian ballot plan. 

Fortunately, in Georgia the Stack vote 
does not predominate, and, although it 
represents a large element of our popula- 
tion, the two races are on siich good terms 
that we have little cause to desire re- 
stricted suffrage. It may some day be 
deemed advisable to require certain qual- 
ifications for voting that will virtually 
disfranchise the ignbrant and stupid, but 
no color line will be drawn, and no elec- 
tion law will be framed for the purpose 
of depriving the blacks of their votes. 
Such a law would not long carry out its 
purpose. The negroes of Georgia are 
rapidly being educated. They are acquir- 
ing property and in the main they are in- 
dustrious, law-abiding citizens. The 
whites have no desire to abridge any of 
the rights enjoyed by this class.

Different Ideas of Honor. 

It is a common thing to read of a shoot- 
ing affair in which an injured husband 
takes the principal part, and he is gen- 
erally acquitted in deference to the old- 
fashioned notion that he was vindicating 
his honor in taking a justifiable revenge. 

The Indians seem to have a very dif- 
ferent idea of the course to be pursued 
by a husband under such circumstances. 
The other day a Chickasaw living in the 
Indian Territory found that his wife had 
eloped with another man. The fugitives 
went to Sherman, Tex., and the husband 
followed them. It was expected by the 
whites that bloodshed would be the re- 
sult, but they were disappointed. The 
Indian hunted up the man who had sto- 
len his wife and handed him $149, which 
he said belonged to the woman. Then, 
in a dignified way, he took his leave. 
When his white friends asked for an ex- 
planation of his conduct he replied that 
he could not kill a man for the sake of a 
woman whom he could no longer respect. 
Moreover, he felt that he could not re- 
tain any of his wife’s property. 

Leaving the guilty pair to the punish- 
ment certain to come in the future, the 
Chickasaw philosopher returned to his 
deserted home. It strikes us that he 
acted very sensibly. When a man finds 
that his wife is bad, false and without 
virtue, how can his ideas of honor re- 
quire him to take the life of her lover? 
How does such a tragedy mend the mat- 
ter?

Undoubtedly, what our contemporary 
calls the old-fashioned style of dratory is 
no longer wanted, and it would retard 
rather than aid a man's progress. But 
there is a more inviting field for good 
talkers than was ever known before. 
Nearly all of the business of the country 
is transacted by good talkers. In poli- 
tics, law, insurance, commerce and in 
the promotion of great enterprises men 
who are gifted with the ability to talk 
intelligently and entertainingly, winning 
the favor of their hearers, and at the 
same time impressing them with their 
superiority, are at the front, and they can 
dictate their own terms.

significance. Washington took office at 
the close of a revolution, Lincoln at the 
beginning of a civil war, Hayes when the 
Succession was disputed, Arthur and 
Johnson came in by assassination, Grant 
as the leader of a victorious army. When 
Adams was ousted by Jefferson and his 
gon dislodged by Jackson, when Lincoln 
succeeded Buchanan it was not a mere 
displacement of men that occurred, but a 
convulsion in politics. At such times, an 
inauguration is more than a ceremony. 
On the 4th of March, 1861, Abraham 
Lincoln became president. Seven states 
had already seceded from the union, a 
revolutionary government was established 
at Montgomery, senators and representa- 
tives had abandoned their seats in con- 
gress, cabinet ministers and army officers 
bad resigned, the loyalty of the president 
himself was suspected; forts and arsenals 
had been seized at the south, and there. 


Was apprehension for the safety of the | 


capital. Lincoln arrived in Washington 
by night, and in disguise, for General 
Scott and Mr. Seward had been warned 
of plots to waylay and assassinate him as 
he passed through Baltimore. But mili- 
tary preparations were made to secure a 


peaceable inauguration, and more regular 


troops were collected in Washington than 
bad been there since the war of 1812. 

Buchanan was violent in his opposition 
to republicanism, and did not intend to 
be present at the inauguration of his 
Buccessor, but Mr. Seward found 2 way 
n change his determination. He allowed 
a copy of Lincolh’s inaugural speech to 
be seen in advance by Daniel E. Sickles, 
who was at that time a congressman and 
@ confidant of Buchanan, and intimated 
that the contents might be made known 
to the president. When Buchanan dis-

_ which both had endeavored to prevent; 
they stood by his side in his exaltation 
and his danger, and the trio of great 
Americans at that exciting moment in 
the nation’s history were worthy of their 
country and of their own positions as its 
representatives. Whatever men of other 
views may think of other acts in their 
Careers, Buchanan and Douglas on that 

day showed themselves the compeers of 


Grant went in citizen clofhes to the 
capitol, for he was to take a civil office, 
higher than the military one he then laid 
down, but his staff followed in their uni- 
forms. The oath was administered by 
Chief Jus oe Chase, who had aspired to 
the presidential nonitiiation under both 
Lincoln and Johnson, and made further 
efforts to attain it under Grant; but he 
conformed to the decorums and assisted 
at the ceremony at which h 
doubtless felt the showd have 
borne the principal part. He was 
first to congratulate Grant after the 
oath was taken, and even waited on him 
the next day at the head of a delegation 
to present him with the Bible on. which 
he had been sworn. Grant’s wife and 
family stood near him during his Mav- 
guration, and his military family. of 
whom I was one, were also at hand at 
this severance of the ties which had 
united them to their chief in so many 
battles and marches and campaigns. 
They accompanied the new president to 
the white house and then took their leave. 
Grant, however, did not remain at the 
executive mansion after taking posses- 
sion, but returned to his own house, 
which he continued to oecupy for several 
weeks. He left me in charge of the 
presidential building, and I spent the re- 
mainder of the day there, entirely alone, 
receiving and answering letters. Except 
the servants and messengers, there was 
not another human being im the house, 
usually so crowded with fficia] and 
political life. I doubt if in half a century 
another man, president or not, has been 
sole tenant of the white house on the 
4th of March. 

Grant’s second inauguration was not 
notable, but that of Hayes, who followed 
him, was one of the most remarkable in 
our history. His was the only really 
disputed election the country has known. 
There had been threats of resistance. 
Grant made no pretension to decide the 
issues, but when congress appointed the 
electoral commission, and that commis- 
sion pronounced its verdict, he determined 
to carry out the decision. Whatsoever 
others might do or say, he was elected 
to execute the law, and he knew no 
higher authority for law than the legisla- 
tive body: created by me constitution, 
when endorsed by the supreme court. 
Aceordingly; he took every. measure to 
secure the peaceable inauguration of 
Hayes; troops were collected in the im- 
mediate “vicinity of Washington in such 
a way not to provoke opposition, but yet 
to be entirely prepared for t. General 
Sherman, at the of the army, re- 
ceived his orders and was completely in 
accord with the government, and General] 
Hancock was also ready to take his part. 
Doubtless the knowledge of this prepara- 
tion and ot the characters of the three 
soldiers did much to prevent disturbance, 


and to secure the quiet acceptance of the 


situation by any who might have been 
inclined to resistance. 7 

The 4th of March, that year, fell on a 
Sunday, and Mr. Hayes arrived in Wash- 
ington on Friday, the 2d. Grant invited 
him to dine at the white house on Satur- 
day. There was a party of thirty people 
to meet him, which purposely included 
the chief justice of the United States and 
Hamilton Fish, the secretary of state. 
Mr. Tilden had been openly advised to 
defy the decision of congress and to 
take the oath of inaugtration in New 
York, and no republican knew what. would 
be his course. In this emergency, the 
secretary of state was directed by Grant 
to inquire of Mr. Hayes if he would take 
the oath of office in advance, and so fore 
stall any action on the part of his rival. 
Hayes had scruples about taking the oath 
on Sunday, the 4th; so, after dinner on 
the 3d, he was invited into the east room 
at the white house, and there, in the pres- 
ence of the secretary of state and one or 
two witnesses, the chief justice adminis 
tered the oath of inauguration. 

It was a solemn and critical ceremony. 
The country still remembered vivtdly the 
horrors of the civil war, and read acutely 
the possibility of their recurrence. Grant 
and those who acted with him were de- 
termined to do their part to avert the
